PURPOSE: To reduce in size and to improve cooling efficiency and to easily 
attach with large degree of freedoms by sealing both ends of a flexible tube 
with heat absorbing end plates, and absorbing and discharging heat through 
the plates. 

CONSTITUTION: A heat conductive heat absorbing end plate 12 is attached her- 
metically to one end of a flexible tube 11 for forming the tube of a heat pipe 
11, an d a heat generator 13 can be couolf ^ tn th^ end fa^e of the tube 11 a t 
^pj^pcjta cw^|r^ tH^ ^tfprhf^^T]!^ g^^p . A hpat rnnriiirtivp heat Rink pnd nfate 
12 is aftacfied hermetically to the other end of the tube 11, and a heat sink 
unit 14 can be coupled to the end face of the tube 12 at opposite side to the 
attachment side. Work liquid 15 is sealed in vacuum in the tube 11 so that 
small amount of heat absorbing liquid is stored on the plate 12. Further, a 
capillar^^ fine tube 16 of flexible structure in which the work liquid 1 5 is im- 
mersed to be movable between the heat absorbing and sinking end plates 12 
by capillary tube phenomenon is bridged therebetween. 
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
